AUSTRIA-HUNGARY, 


In a recent report on the Hungarian iron industry, the German 
Consul-General at Budapest points out that 
owing to the large demand for iron and other 
metal goods in Hungary, the home factories can- 
not keep pace with the orders. It appears, there- 
fore, that the Hungarian Legislature have arranged to establish five 
large machine tool works, which will employ 860 men. Arrange- 
ments are also being made for the erection of twenty other works 
and foundries, which will employ from 4,000 to 5,000 men.

BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 

Thessaly.—The following information is from the report by H.M. 
Consul at Volo (Mr. A. A. C. Merlin) on the trade of Thessaly in 
1908, which will shortly be issued :— 

The general trade of Thessaly has remained much the same as 
in previous years, and little change is likely to occur in the 
immediate future. The description and quantity of merchandise 
imported exhibit singularly little fluctuation, and, the native 
_ traders having been for long in close touch with certain British 
and foreign firms, which know their requirements and have supplied 
their needs fully and regularly in the past, there is little room for 
fresh commercial enterprise in the province. The statistics show 
that British producers continue to hold their own: fairly well as 
compared with those of other countries. It is also satisfactory to 
state that the. general quality of the articles imported from 
the United Kingdom in recent years has tended fully to main- 
tain the native prejudice in favour of British-manufaetured goods. 
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PROJECTED RAILWAY CONSTRUCTION IN NORWAY. - 


Adverting to the notice on pp. 154-5 of the “ Board of Trade, 
Journal” of 28rd July, 1908, relative to projected railways in 
Norway, H.M. Legation at Christiania have forwarded the following, 
further details on the subject :— 

In July, 1908, the Storthing adopted a scheme for railway con- 
struction during the next twelve years. The total length of line to 
be laid during this period is nearly 600 kilometres, and the cost is 
estimated at about 3,210,000/. All the new lines will be built as 
purely State railways, with the customary contribution amounting 
to some 15 per cent. from the Communes. The following is a list 
of the new lines that are included in the scheme :— 

1. The Gudbrandsdal railway, continuation from the present 
terminus at Otta to Domaas, a distance of 46 kilometres. 

2. The Domaas and Stéren line, 158 kilometres long, will be a 
link in the new Christiania and Trondhjem railway.: The line, 
which will rise to a height of 1,025 metres above sea-level, will, for 
a considerable distance, pass through a country practically 
uninhabited but said to be rich in minerals, The change in 
yauges on the existing line necessitates transhipment of goods and 
passengers at Hamar; the new line will be of uniform gauge. 
The new plan includes the reconstruction on a normal gauge of the 
track between Stéren and Trondhjem. 

3. The Domaas and Aandalsnaes line will have a length of 107 
kilometres, and will form a connection between the Christiania 
and Trondhjem railway and the coast at the head of the Romsdal 
Fjord. 

4. The line, which’ will eventually connect Christiania and 
Stavanger, will be pushed forward from Kongsberg to Naeslands- 
vand, a distance of 122 kilometres, and branches from Hjuksebu 
to Notodden and from ‘Naeslandsvand to Krageré, 9 and 24 kilo- 
metres long respectively, will be built. 

5. The Aamli and ‘Tveitsund line, 34 kilometres long, will be 
another link in the Christiania and Stavanger railway. 

6. Sunnan to Grong, 79 kilometres. This is a portion of the 
line which will in time afford a means of communication between 
Trondhjem and the northernmost parts of the country. 

7. The convenience of tourists is the probable reason for the 
construction of a line, 17 kilometres long, from Myrdal on the 
Christiania and Bergen railway to Frethéim on the Sogne Fjord. 

About 275,000/. will be spent ‘every year for the next twelve 
years on the construction of the above lines, this sum being the 

annual amount. which is:set aside to pay. off the National Debt, the: 
amortization of which is to remain in abeyance. during this period.

of water power that is available in most parts of the country would 
appear to make the electrification of the railways a comparatively 
cheap and easy matter ; and although no definite statements have 
been published regarding proposed works of this description, 
H.M. Minister understands that detailed calculations have been 
made for some of the lines, and foreign firms have submitted 
tenders; also the Government have secured waterfalls in various 
districts with a view to harnessing them for the purpose of 
producing electric power for the working of railways.

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PROPOSED TARIFF CHANGES. 


SWEDEN. 


The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign Office, of 
information to the effect that the Committee 


Bt eal appointed to report on tariff revision have now 
arene oman sent in their Report to the Swedish Ministry of 


Finance. : 

The proposals involve a more detailed tariff in which duties levied | 
at specific rates on net weight replace ad valorem duties. Their 
general effect is to maintain the existing duties on articles of prime 
necessity, while raising the duties on articles of luxury. In the 
case of goods imported in order to be exported again after being 
worked up, provision is made for the refund on exportation of the 
duties paid. The Committee propose that the question of the duty 
on material imported for ship building should be reserved for the 
consideration of a special committee. 

The Report of the Committee will in due course, probably with 
some alteration, be laid before the Riksdag.. Full details of the 
proposed changes will then be published. In the meantime, 
British traders desirous of obtaining further particulars with regard 
to the recommendations of the Committee, should address their 
inquiries to the Director of the Commercial Intelligence Branch of 
the Board of Trade, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., who will 
furnish such information as may be available on the subject.

GERMAN Y—PORTUGAL, 


The Board of Trade are in receipt of a copy of the Portuguese 
“Diario do Governo,” containing the ‘text of a 
Treaty of Commerce and Navigation between 
: Germany and Portugal, which was signed on 
eae se the 30th November last. The Treaty in ques- 
the a re wr Ahem is now before the Cortes for approval, prior 
to ratification. Its principal provisions affect- 

ing the treatment of Portuguese merchandise and vesselsin Germany 
and German merchandise and vessels in Portugal, areas follows :— 
Portugal and. Germany accord to one another most-favoured- 
nation treatment as‘ regards importation, import duties, exporta- 
tion, export duties, re-exportation, re-export duties, the customs 
clearance, warehousing, and transhipment of merchandise, draw- 
backs, the treatment of vessels, and the exercise of commerce and 
navigation in general. On the part of Portugal, most-favoured-

nation treatment does not include the special favours which that 
country has accorded, or may in future accord to Spain or Brazil. 
As regards navigation, Germany agrees not to claim the privileges 
accorded by Portugal under the Treaty of 1875 between that 
country and the South African Republic, as maintained in opera- 
tion by the modus vivends of 1901 between the High Commissioner 
for South Africa and the Governor of Mozambique, or any other 
instrument by which that Treaty may be superseded. 

Coasting trade is reserved to the national flag. This trade includes 
(so far as Portugal isconcerned) maritime traffic (a) between Portugal 
and the Azores and Madeira; (/) between Portugal or the fore- 
going Islands and the Portuguese oversea possessions to the west 
of the Cape of Good Hope ; (c) between the ports of the foregoing’ 
Islands and possessions. 

German merchandise imported direct into Portugal will pay the 
rates of duty prescribed by the existing Portuguese Tariff, which is 
‘“‘ conventionalised ” for the period of duration of the present Treaty, 
except in the case of certain articles in respect of which the Portu- 
guese Government reserves the right to increase the duties or 
modify the Tariff nomenclature within the limits indicated in a 
schedule annexed to the Treaty (Table A.) As soon, however, as 
any or all of the increased duties specified in Table A are enforced, 
the Portuguese duties on German goods enumerated in a second 
schedule (Table B) will be reduced to the rates there specified, and 
these reduced duties, once enforced, will remain obligatory for the 
period of duration of the Treaty. Complete translations of these 
two schedules will be published in this “Journal.” (The first 
portion of T'able A is appended to the present notice.) Portugal 
also engages to treat beetroot sugar in the same way as cane sugar. 

Germany recognises the terms “ Port ” and ‘“ Madeira” as strictly 
regional designations, 2.e., as indicating the origin of the wines so 
denominated. Consequently, commerce in wines bearing these 
names will not be permitted in Germany unless such wines are the 
produce of the respective Portuguese regions of the Douro and of 
the Island of Madeira, exported from Oporto or Funchal with cer- 
tificates of origin and purity issued by the competent Portuguese 
authorities. Germany further agrees to accord to Portuguese wine 
and olive oil the same Customs treatment as that accorded to similar 
articles from Italy and Austria-Hungary. 

Subject to the production of certificates of origin, German goods 
sent to Portugal from ports of Belgium or the Netherlands, as also 
goods which are exported to Portugal from German ports and 
which are the produce of countries entitled to most-favoured- 
nation treatment in Portugal at the-date of such exportation, will 
be- regarded as imported direct into Portugal; independent of a 
through bill of lading. Portuguese goods imported into Germany

origin will enjoy most-favoured-nation treatment. The same 
treatment will be accorded to products of the Portuguese Colonies 
‘imported into Portugal and thence re-exported to Germany. Such 
products will not be subject to any entrepdt surtax, or to any 
disadvantageous treatment as compared with similar products 
imported direct into Germany from Portuguese Colonies or from 
any other Colonies or extra-European countries. ‘The stipulations 
concerning the treatment in Germany of products of the Portuguese 
Colonies are binding on the German Government only so long 
as German goods are not subject in the Portuguese Colonies to a 
régime less favourable than that accorded to any other nation. 

German goods in Portugal and Portuguese goods in Germany 
_ may not be subjected to excise, octroi or consumption duties higher 
than those to which similar goods of national production are or 
shall be subject. No transit dues may be levied on goods passing 
in transit through the territory of either contracting party from 
or to the territory of the other. 

The ‘Treaty is to come into operation two weeks after the 
exchange of ratifications, and is to remain in force for eight years. 
Both contracting parties, however, reserve the right to denounce it 
at the end of the fourth year, and if either party avails itself of this 
right it will cease to have effect at the end of the fifth year. 
Failing denunciation at the end of the seventh year, the Treaty 
will continue in force until the expiration of one year after 
denunciation. Notes appended to the Treaty give to Germany the 
right of denunciation at any time with only six months’ notice, if 
Portugal should grant to sugar from Brazil more favourable duties 
than those imposed on sugar from Germany. Further, either 
party is at liberty to terminate the Treaty at six months’ notice if 
the other institutes any modification in its method of collecting 
Customs duties as regards the kind of money in which these are 
payable.

TARIFF CHANGES 
AND CUSTOMS REGULATIONS, 


DOMINION OF CANADA. 

With reference to the notice publised on page 378 of the ‘“ Board 
of Trade Journal” of 20th May last, relating 
to the Resolutions introduced into the Canadian 
Parliament for the purpose of amending the 
import duties leviable on sugar, a copy of an Act has now been 
received by which the new duties were brought into operation on 
21st April, 1909. The Act is to apply to the raw sugar, described 
in the previous notice referred to above, imported or taken out of 
warehouse for consumption on or after the day of operation and to 
such raw sugar previously imported for which no entry for con- 
sumption was made before that day.

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COMMONWEALTH OF AUSTRALIA. 


The Board of Trade have been informed by the Representative of 
the Commonwealth of Australia in London that 
the Commonwealth Customs Department have 
decided that, for the purposes of the Australian 
Commerce (Trade Descriptions) Act, flower 
seeds are not considered to be agriculturai 
seeds, and, consequently, the import provisions of the Commerce 
Regulations made under that Act are not applicable thereto. 

Should, however, any description be voluntarily applied, such 
flower seeds would be subject to the provisions of the Commerce 
Regulations, which require that the description shall state the 
names of the seeds and their condition as to soundness, cleanness 
and newness.

the preservation of wild animals, birds and fish in the Protectorate 
of Northern Nigeria. 

The Proclamation provides, inter alia, that any person found in 
the possession of any elephant tusk weighing less than 15 lbs. 
av. shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding 50l., or to 
imprisonment not exceeding 6 months, and such tusk shall be 
liable to forfeiture, unless such person can prove that it was 
acquired prior to the operation of this Proclamation. 

Licenses to hunt, kill, or capture certain scheduled animals and 
birds may be granted by a licensing officer to any non-native 
applying for the same on payment of the fees fixed by the 
Governor. 


Provision is also made for the payment of a duty of 10 per cent.

The scheme 
drawn up by the State engineering experts provides for 12 miles of 
tunnelling and numerous locks, and would involve an estimated 
outlay of 20,600,000/. Private initiative, however, has been active 
in the matter, both at Lyons and Marseilles, and an alternative 
scheme has now been prepared by an influential syndicate of the 
former town. ‘This provides for far fewer locks, and no tunnels, and 
its estimated cost is only 12,000.000/. The proposed canal would 
have a depth of 8 feet, and would be wide enough to allow of the

passage of two barges of 1,000 tons abreast. Marseilles would 
thus be put into communication with the whole of the Rhéne 
valley, with Central Germany by the Sadne, and with Switzerland 
by Lake Constance, and a considerable part of the river traffic that 
now goes down the Rhine to Antwerp might be diverted to Mar- 
seilles. The Rhéne canal would also render valuable assistance to 
agriculture by irrigating extensive tracts of land now lying waste. 

Since it is now well recognised that the lateral canal forms the 
necessary complement of the Marseilles-Rhéne waterway, and 
since it is estimated the former will take at least 20 years to con- 
struct, early action may be looked for. 


The Bill authorising the construction of the new Madrague Dock 
at Marseilles was finally adopted by the Senate 
Proposed Dock. in January, 1909, with a proviso that if during 
the course of the work any improvements were 
found to be practicable, the original plans should be modified ac- 
cordingly, In particular, expert opinion is divided as to the 
proper depth of water to be provided for. According to the 
present scheme the dock will admit of the entry of vessels drawing 
not more than 36 ft., but this is considered by some authorities 
to be insufficient for the probable future requirements of the port. 
The details of the plans are still under consideration by the 
Ministry of Works. 

The Marseilles Chamber of Commerce, which is defraying half 
the cost of the dock, will pay off the loan by instalments extending 
over -a period of 50 years, and has already, with Government 
sanction, commenced to levy a new port due of 24d. per ton on all 
shipping (except coasting vessels and ships of war) arriving with 
cargoes or for the purpose of loading cargoes at the port. (See 
“ Board of Trade Journal” of 25th February, p. 386).

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 
H.M. Consul at Galveston (Mr. H. D. Nugent) rep rts that two addi- 
tional piers, a number of warehouses and a grain 
elevator are to be constructed at Texas City, a 
suh-port of Galveston; when these are completed 
there will be about two miles of warehouse 
room. ‘The total cost of these and certain other improvements is 


estimated at 2,000,000 dollars (about 400,000/.). 


H.M. Consul also reports that efforts are being made to increase 
the facilities at Port Bolivar, a place situated 
on the mainland about six miles north-east of 
Galveston. A pier running out from the shore 
to deep water has recently been constructed, 
and other improvements are contemplated. Port Bolivar is the 
terminal of the Gulf and Interstate Railway, a line tapping the 
lumber and oil regions in the neighbourhood of Beaumont, and it 
is thought probable that in the near future vessels will be able to 
load cargoes of lumber, &., at the Port. The distance between 
Port Bolivar and the lumber regions, adds the Consul, is some 60 
miles less than by way of Houston and Galveston,

CHINA. 
The following information is from the report by the Acting 
British Consul-General at Tientsin (Mr. W. P. Ker) on the trade 
of that district in 1907-8, which will shortly be issned :— 


The communications of Tientsin are about to be greatly increased 
aero by the city becoming the terminus. of the 
stentete-Pekew ion een. Aare ies line from the 
maewey. Yangtze-kiang.* The embankments for the 
line are completed from Liang-wang-chwang, some 15 miles south- 
west of Tientsin, southwards as far as Te-chou. The line between 
Tientsin city and Liang-wang-chwang has not yet been definitely 
fixed, owing to uncertainty as to the position of the railway 
stations. Negotiations are on foot for providing facilities for the 
foreign settlements by a landing station between the British and 
German concessions with connection to the main line. A con- 
struction station on the river bank a few miles below the settle- 
ments is already being made, and there would be obvious 
advantages in running the main line ur close to the settlements 
* See “ Board of Trade Journal ”’ of 3rd June, p. 492. 
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to join the terminus to the north of the city. The Chinese 
Government, however, seems determined to keep the main line 
absolutely independent of foreign jurisdiction, and an extension of 
mileage will probably be the result. 

It is too soon, adds Mr. Ker, to predict what effect this impor- 
tant trunk line will have on the trade of Tientsin, but a glance at 
the map will show that with the existing railway from Peking 
through Tientsin to Mukden, the line from Peking to Kalgan 
approaching completion, and the line to Pukow, Tientsin will 
occupy a position as a railway centre in China second only to 
that which Hankow will occupy when the trunk lines converging 
there are completed.

SPAIN (CANARY ISLANDS). 


The following information is from the report by H.M. Consul 
at Teneriffe (Mr. J. E. Croker) on the trade of the Canary Islands 
in 1908, which will shortly be issued :—— 


The improvement in the woollen goods trade experienced in 

1907 was not maintained in 1908, Germany 
Textile Trade. and France were the principal sufferers, but 
British shipments also decreased. ‘The fact 
seems to be that the inhabitants of the Canary Islands are 
contenting themselves with cheap cotton imitations of woollen 
goods on account of the rise in prices of the latter during 
the last two or three years. 





CHINA. 


The following information is from the report by H.M. Consul at 
Chefoo (Mr. R. H. Mortimore) on the trade of that district in 1908, 
which will shortly be issued :-— 

The imports of cotton goods, which form the bulk of the foreign 
Textile Importe imports, show a considerable decrease in almost 
every article, with the exception of shirtings, 
wh: Sate. drills and jeans. The prices realised for cotton 
goods during the first half of the year did little more than cover 
their cost, but during the autumn and winter months better prices 
were obtained. The fall in the value of silver has given a great 
impetus to the importation of Japanese cottons, which appear to be 
obtaining a hold on the market. 


Owing to the depreciation of silver, the year 1908 proved a very 
successful one with regard to trade in pongees 

Export of Pongees fom the point of view of both foreign and 
and Suk Lace = ative merchants. The quality of pongee has 
trom Chetee. improved greatly during the last few years, 
and it is rapidly increasing in favour in foreign markets. 
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Altogether 6,772 cwts. were exported, which is the highest figure 
for the last 10 years, with the exception of 1903, when a greater 
weight, but of less value, was shipped. Prices ruled low through- 
out the year, and this fact, coupled with the low rate of exchange, 
doubtless accounts for the amount of business done. The greater 
lengths of 30 and 50 yards are in ever-increasing request, and the 
makers, who were formerly very chary of departing from the old 
standard lengths, and when required to do so quoted extravagant 
rates, are now, showing much greater willingness to meet the 
demand. ‘The growth of the motoring habit has done much to 
foster the trade in pongees, which have proved admirably suited 
for motor coats and coverings on account of*their lightness, 
strength and durability. Latterly a very strong demand has set 
in for the Manchurian market, which is entirely in the hands of 
the Chinese merchants. This tended at the close of the year 1908 
to force prices up and make delivery more difficult. 

A manufacture which is spreading at Chefoo is that of silk lace. 
It is made by the peasant women in their cottages from wild silk 
and the demand for it is increasing rapidly ; it is now exported to 
all parts of the world.

With the exception of a few days which were rather cool, the 
temperature in May has generally been very favourable to the 
cotton crop. Even in localities where resowing has been neces- 
sary the fields have a satisfactory appearance. Everywhere the 
plant looks sound and vigorous and is considered about ten days 
earlier than in 1908. Some appearances of worms have been 
noticed in isolated localities, although not to any great extent. 
The Government, however, have taken steps to deal with them. 

Reports from Upper Egypt are as satisfactory as those from 
Lower Egypt.

RUSSIA. 

With reference to the notice on p. 546 of the ‘“‘ Board of Trade 
Grain Cro Journal” of 10th June relative to the grain 
aieate a crops in the governments of Kherson, Kharkov, 
Pea Russia Poltava, Taurida and South Kiev, the British 
sia. Vice-Consul at Nicolaiev (Mr. P. Bagge) now 

states that more detailed reports show that three large and 
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fertile districts in the north of the Kherson government lying 
between points where good rains fell on 24th, 25th and 26th 
May, had no rain at all, and that therefore fears are entertained 
for the crops. In the south of the Kherson government, and in 
the other governments mentioned above, sufficient rains have 
fallen. 

The lack of rain in the above-named districts considerably affects 
the export trade, for it was from these districts that the port 
of Nicolaiev was drawing its chief supplies by rail. In the 
governments favoured by rain now, there are no supplies owing 
to the bad harvest in them last year, except in the south of 
the Kherson government, in the immediate neighbourhood of 
Nicolaiev. 





ITALY (SICILY). 

H.M. Consul at Palermo (Mr. R. G. Macbean) reports that, rain 
having fallen plentifully this year, the sumach 
plants are in a favourable condition, and may 
be expected to continue to do well, in the 
absence of a scirocco wind, which, coming at this time of the. 
year (report dated 5th June), would burn the leaves. If there 
is no rain during the gathering of the crop (loth August— 
15th September), the result should be good and prices should 
fall, but rain at the time of gathering would ruin the crop. Mr. 
Macbean adds that additional quantities of the sumach plant 
have lately been cultivated.

GREECE. | 

The following information is from the report by H. M. Consul 

at Volo (Mr. A. A. C. Merlin), on the trade of Thessaly in 1908, 
which will shortly be issued :— 


The tobacco crop is a most important item of Thessalian produce, 
a great quantity of it being regularly exported 

Tobacco. to Egypt, to be there converted into cigarettes. 

) Much of this tobacco, especially that grown in’ 
the district of Almyro, is of a kind apparently suitable for the 
British market, cigarettes locally manufactured being usually 
appreciated by travellers. Notwithstanding this fact a very small 
proportion of such tobacco goes direct to the United Kingdom, 
our importers preferring to obtain it through Egypt at greatly 
enhanced prices. Were it once thoroughly understood that many 
of the high-priced cigarettes really consist of nothing but mixtures 
of various Thessalian tobaccos blended to suit different tastes, 
there can be little doubt that direct business with British importers 
would ensue. It has been asserted that rare skill is exhibited in 
the blending of the Egyptian finished products, but as the mixing. 
is accomplished by Greek firms established in that country, there 
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is seemingly no reason, says Mr. Merlin, why similar firms carrying 
on business in Greece or elsewhere should not evince equal skill 
when once they comprehend the requirements of the British 
market. 





ROU MANIA. 


With reference to his previous report (vide the notice on p. 546 of 
the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 10th June) 
Crop Prospects. relative to crop prospects in Roumania, H.M. 
Consul at Bucharest (Mr. O. Wardrop) states 
that, according to information published in the Roumanian Press, the 
prospects at the end of May were good or fairly good in the 
provinces of Mehedinti, Gorj, Dolj, Valcea, Romanati, Olt, Arges, 
Muscel (7.e. Western Wallachia), Putna, Covurlui, Neamt, Roman, 
Vaslui, Jasi, Suceava, Botosani and Dorohoi (7.¢., the greater part 
of Moldavia). ‘The outlook was mediocre in the provinces of 
Teleorman, Vlasca, Dambovita, Prahova, Ilfov, Buzau, Rimnic- 
Sarat, Tecuci, Tutova, Bacau, and Falcui. In the provinces of 
Jalomita, Braila, Constantza, and Tulcea the condition of the crops 
was alarming, and in some cases hopeless. 
There was a good rainfall on the nights of 6th and 7th 
June, which must, says Mr. Wardrop, have done much good in 
the eastern part of Wallachia. 


TURKEY-~IN-ASIA, 


The following information is from the report by H.M. Consul at 
Basra (Mr. F. E. Crow), on the trade of that district in 1908, 
which will shortly be issued :— 

The year 1908 was, on the whole, a very disappointing one for 

agriculturists, and the harvest prospects for 

Crop Prospects. 1909 are not reassuring. Lack of rain in 

November and December interfered with 

seasonable sowing. Matters have somewhat improved since 

January, but unless rain continues to fall at intervals in sufficient

the cotton, woollen, worsted and other textile trades, the building 
trades, the boot and shoe and other clothing trades, and the paper 
and glass trades), besides a large number of returns of a non- 
statistical character received from employers’ associations, trade 
unions, local correspondents, and other sources, employment 
in May was, on the whole, somewhat better than in April. 
There was a seasonal decline in coal mining owing to the lessened 
demand for house coal, and a seasonal improvement in the building, 
woodworking and clothing trades. After allowing for the effect 
of the Whitsuntide holidays, the percentage unemployed in the 
engineering and shipbuilding trades remained about the same. 
Employment in the pig iron, iron and steel, and tinplate trades 
showed some improvement. In the cotton trade it continued 
moderate, but in the other textiles again improved. 

As compared with a year ago, there was a decline in the coal 
mining, engineering and printing trades; but most of the other 
industries showed some improvement on May, 1908—a time of 
bad employment. 

In the 416 trade unions, with a net membership of 699,779, 
making returns, 55,473 (or 7°9 per cent.) were reported as unem- 
ployed at the end of May, 1909, compared with 8:2 per cent. at the 
end of April, 1909, and 7°4 per cent. at the end of May, 1908.

Applications for permission to use a motor in any 
county must contain information regarding the make of the motor, 
its length, breadth and weight, the name of the driver and a state- 
ment as to whether he is provided with the necessary certificate 
issued by the Norwegian police authorities, the purpose for which 
the car is to be used, and finally, in the case of regular passenger 
or goods traffic, details regarding the proposed traffic. Permission 
will only be granted after the car has passed the tests prescribed by 
the sheriff, and only certain specified roads may be used.

This explosive is of immense power, and owing to the safety with 
which it can be handled and the absence of noxious fumes, has 
already become favourably known to consumers in Norway. ‘The 
industry is having difficulties, like all others of a similar nature, 
on account of the strict laws regarding the transport of such an 
article, but it is expected, as ‘‘ blastine” has been proved not to 
be like ordinary dynamite, that certain exemptions will be made 
in its favour. The head office of the company, which, it is said, 
holds valuable patents in connection with the explosive, is in 
London.

The Acting British Consul at Stockholm (Mr. W. Sterling) reports 
that the local press have published accounts of 
a new discovery in telephone apparatus, re- 
cently made by two Swedes, Messrs. C. EK. Egner 
and J. G. Holmstrém, the former being chief 
engineer in the Stockholm telephone administration, and the latter 
the president of the Telegraph Company’s training establishment. 
By this invention they claim that telephonic communication can be 
obtained over a distance of 2,500 miles with perfect clearness. 
This new invention, says Mr. Sterling, has not only made tele- 
phonic communication possible between Berlin and Stockholm, but 
has opened the door to the possibility of communication over a 
much greater distance. The invention is a microphone which has 
increased the sounding capabilities by 100 per cent. Recent 
experiments have given excellent results at a distance of 4,000 
kilometres (2,500 miles) with 4:5 mm. copper wires, of 2,000 kilo- 
metres with 3 mm. copper wires, and of 400 kilometres with 4 mm. 
iron wire. ‘To achieve this result the apparatus has had to be 
made forty to fifty times as powerful as that formerly in use.

The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade has 
for several years been in the habit of forwarding to Chambers of 
Commerce for the confidential use of their members, but not for 
publication, information (chiefly as to openings abroad for British 
trade) to which it has appeared desirable in the interests of 
British trade to draw attention confidentially. The plan met 
with general approval, and in order to attain more fully the 
purpose of the Board, namely, to reach all British manufac- 
turers or traders interested, it was decided, on the recom- 
mendation of the Commercial Intelligence Committee, to sup- 
plement the above-mentioned system by opening at the Com- 
mercial Intelligence Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, E.C., a 
Register of British firms who might desire to receive confidential 
information relative to their respective trades. The Register was 
opened in January, 1907, and a considerable number of British 
firms have since applied and had their names entered. Other 
British firms desiring to have their names entered on this Register 
should fill up and forward to the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
a form of application, copies of which may be obtained at the 
offices of the Branch. 

The admission to the Register, as well as the retention upon it, 
of any firm is at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

No charge is made for information supplied, but every firm 
admitted to the Register is required to become a subscriber to the 
‘“ Board cf Trade Journal” (and to register as such with the sale 
agents, Messrs. Wyman & Sons, Limited, Fetter Lane, London, 
E.C.; Messrs. Oliver & Boyd, Tweeddale Court, Edinburgh; or 
Mr. E. Ponsonby, 116, Grafton Street, Dublin), in order to ensure 
that those who are desirous of receiving such confidential informa- 
tion should first be in possession of all the official information 
relating to their particular trade which is published in that 
Journal. The annual subscription to the Journal, including 
postage, is lds. 2d. 

The present scheme is provisional and experimental, and its 
continuance and future development will depend on the results of 
experience. 

Note.—Apart from the special Register, the Branch is always 
ready to answer, as far as possible, enquiries on specific questions 
in the interest of British trade.

Commercial Travellers, &c., &c. 

There is a Sample Room at the offices of the Branch, where, in 
addition to samples illustrative of reports of H.M. Consuls or of 
the Correspondents or Special Commissioners of the Board of 
Trade, specimens of special interest that may be received from 
India, the Colonies, &c., are exhibited from time to time. 

The Government of Canada has established, in proximity to 
the Commercial Intelligence Branch, at 73, Basinghall Street, a 
special office for dealing with trade matters (see below).
